(Nothing definite has yet been done 
towards having Ada represented on 
the big oooster excursion that will 
be run out of Muskogee on May 7. 
The time is short and if anything is 
done it must be at once. Other pro­ 
gressive towns 'have already arrang­ 
ed for their part of 
it 
and 
Ada 
should not lag behind in the pro­ 
cession. The excursion will result in 
bringing thousands of desirable im­ 
migrants to the state and much bad­ 
ly needed capital. (Ada is just enter­ 
ing upon an era 
of 
unprecedented 
prosperity and can make a showing 
far better than most town of Okla­ 
homa. We believe that all needed just 
now is for some one to take the lead 
in the matter and start the ball to 
rolling. Tin* cost is small while the 
results will bt great. Can Ada afford 
to .let this opportunity slip? 
——o--------------. 
The big expositions do not fare as 
well these days as they did in times 
past. In those palmy days when edi­ 
tors could get transportation in ex­ 
change for advertising and could at­ 
tend these big shows, they were very 
liberal with their space and gave a 
great deal of publicity to every ex- 
3K)sition at no cost to the manage­ 
ment. The attendance was stimulat­ 
ed thereby and the railroads profit­ 
ed in the increased passenger traf­ 
fic. Now since the newspaper man 
must pay his three cents per mile in 
cash or stay at home most of them 
follow the latter course, and do not 
feel much interest in the success of 
the exposition. Naturally they do not 
feel ind ued to donate much space 
in 'boosting one of them and since it 
is impossible to do a gr* at deal of 
advertising at regular rates the big 
shows cannot get their strong points 
•before the public as they once did. 
Consequently it will be a hard mat­ 
ter to pull off an event of the mag­ 
nitude of the St. Louis affair in 1904. 


Tile expositions of San Diego and 
San Francisco have a rough time 
ahead of them, a- most of their at­ 
tractive reading will go into tile edi­ 
tors' waste bask ts instead of the 
torms of the papers, and tin- rail­ 
roads will notice a very much di­ 
minished volume of travel.
